CSUS student population and gear 
up for the next 10 to 1S years at 
Sacramento State, expansion on the 
vp bon includes a large mulhipurpose 
rom with space for up to 1.600 
seats, a small theater and new ollice 
accommodations 

“The expansion of the student 
gnion wil immensely benefit sto 
dents on campus. The expansion 
will make room for mail services, a 
hair salon and additional food ser 
vices,” said Noreen Humes, execu- 
tive vice president of ASI, Hinde 
also added that retail outlets, meet 
ing rooms, work-space Offices, 4 
food court and extended lounge 
space would also be a result of the 
expansion project 

“The interior space will ac- 
commodate many functions, 
For example, lecturers dre now 
reguired to speak outdoors, 
which is @ problem on account 
of winter weather conditions 
However, with the use of the 
proposed multipurpose room, 
large gatherings will now meet 
indoors, The room will accom 
modate anything from presea 
tations to award ceremonies.” 
said Hinde, 

In an effort to not disrupt normal 
union traffic flow or current union 
operations, expansion constmucnon 
will be built in stages to permit on 
going access to students, “The cast 
side entrance will remain Open for 
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students tocome through, Intemup- 
Hons should not occur with union 
traffic flow,” said Humes. Hinde 
also added that aceess would be 
maintained with “minimal inter- 
rupuons.” 

However, Humes voiced con- 
cen tiat students would steer away 
from food services duc to excessive 
noise and On gong construcuon. 
Humes said, “Construction might 
cause students to stay aay, but 
i'm sure that food services will try 
to pull them hack in.” 

Following design plans ap- 
proved by the union board, consist- 
ing of Hinde, students, administra 
tion, faculty and aluooni, the archi- 
tectural firm of Stafford-King- 
Wiese will

During expansion, coustruckon

According to McCarthy, the 20-cam 


pus CSU system currently has $400 mil 
hon un differed campus maintenance, 00 
cluding Jeaking roofs, pipes and earth 
quake specificagon requirements that need 
to be done. “Right now we have 4 lot of 
problems on a lot of campuses, ” he said 
“And the list is growing.” 

According to McCarthy, it is up t 
the campus physical plant manager t 
decide how minor capital ouday money 
would best be spent." They are the ones 
who know what theu campus need 
he said. “We're way down here mi Lon 
Beach.” 

Often, McCarthy said, if the funds are 
not available io complete a project, th 
funds will be redirected to another project

Amiving at the ballpark, my focus was um 
mediately tunneled into the duel between the 
pitcher and individual batters.

There were late-inning heroics, pitching

Humes’ determinauon to bring at 
tention to this overlooked issue earned 
her an award in May 1994 trom the 
environmental studies deparunent for 
helping to “bndge the gap between the 
environmental studies and ethnic stud 
ies departments 

“TLis important for people of diferent 
races lo come together on environmental 
issues,” Humes said 

On February 23 and 24 from 10am 
w 7 p.m., people of different cthrucites, 
ages, sexes and lifestyles will zeta Chance 
todo just that at the second annual CSUS 
Global Healing Conference 

This two-day environmental, social 
and cultural event will provide, free of 
charge, a great deal of information about 
the state of the earth and what can be done 
LO protect it 

“The program allows students, fac 
ulty and staff to work together to leam 
about these issues,” said David Shorey 
co-chair of Global Healing 


Some of the educauonal events ol 
fered to members of the campus, as well 
as the general public, will mclude guest 
speakers, poetry readings and panel dis 
cussions on storm drain policy recycling 
biodiversity and environmental educa 
bon 

On Thursday, Mark Berman will ad 
dress issues concerning manne mam 
mals and Jack Gladstone will give a talk 
ued “Curcleot Lue.” Barhara R Johnston 
Will speak Fnday about environmental

EDUCATION 


More than five years ago, when the federal 
Amenicans with Disabilities Act passed 
| disabled people everywhere found victory in 
ihe realization that they would soon have 
equal access to public buildings, At last, they 
| would be able to go into any library, public 
restroom, park or office. 





Students at Sacramento State are sul! 
wailing. 

In the past year, projects that would bring 
the university into compliance with the ADA 
have been pushed to the backhumer for a 
vaniety of complicated reasons, but the end 


| result is simple ~~ students with disabilities 
do not have equal access to campus facilities 

The clearest example of the priority the 
university places on disabled access is the 
ramp to the hbrary. The three main ramps that 
kad to the library and the reserve book room 
are long and steep —~ so much So that many 
students in wheelchairs are unable to access 
the building. When the CSU Chancellor’s 
office allocated $280,000 to bang CSUS 
buildings into ADA compliance, disabled 
Students again thought they would finally 
have equal access to the hbrary. 

Yet they are sa// waiting. 

Plans 10 build an elevator into the library 
were too expensive, and the money was 
‘instead spent on a chemistry lab. Now dis- 
abled students are told there may not be 
another ADA allocation for two years. 

In the meanume, there are other areas on 


campus that are not easily accessible to 
Sacramento's State’s 783 disabled students,
